But I 
have been convinc’d in thofe few Days I have pafs’d 
in this Place, that I had not a thorough Knowledge 
of thofe two Virtues which you poffefs'in fo eminent 
a Degree, and which never fuffer you to hefitate one 
Moment when the Security of your Country or the 
Defence of your Allies is in Queftion. 
perceive, it was. unneceffary for meto ad- 
drefs my felf to you, to defire you:to grant the Suc- 
cours you had promis’d his Royal Highnefs ; I fee 
your Probity will nor let you retard the Execution 
of your Treaties; and if I take upon me to freak 
to you, ‘tis not to perfwade you, ‘tis only to make 
known publickly the conftancy of your Briendfhip to 
your Allies, and to inform the Minifters of France, 
that ’tis doing you an Injury vo believe you capable 
of not performing teadily the Engagements you hav, 
once entred into, to teach them that the Promiles of 
this powerful Nation are always fim and ftable, that 
they are of more.value than the Oaths of their Courr, 
thar ‘tis faperfluous for you to Swear, that your 
Friend thip not need: the Sanétion of an Oath. 
I perceive, moft IHuftriows Lords, you are incens'd 
againtt thofe Minifters who dare to offer to infpire 
contrary Sentiments into you, Sentiments fo oppofire 
to this Probity and Steéditiefs ; againft thofe who 
pe to, advife you to break. your Word with his 
oyal Highnefs, by refufing’to: obferve the Alliance 
ie have with him. Don’t they know thar ar the 
me time they do in effect advile you to be falfe to 
God, the avenger of violated Faith? 
You*know what Attifice the Minifters of France 
have employ’d to perfwade you, thar you were nor 
oblig’d to furnifh Troops to my Soveraign ; you 
know with what Induftry they have difpers’d a 
Printed Pamphlet on that Subject among you, and 
throughout all Switzerland ; But your Penetration 
difcover’d at firft fight the Iufions ic ‘was fill’d with, 
the finifter Interpretation given in it of rhe Alliance 
you have with my Mafter, and the Artifice of Sup- 
-preffing the moft effential Points of that Alliance, 
and ‘Subftirwting others that never had being ¢xcepr 
in the Imagination of the Author. ae 
fter this you took notice, moft Illuftrions Lords, 
thar thofe Minifters finding you took it ill to be 
pref’d to ‘break your Faith by refufing to Succour 
his Royal Highnefs, ‘would have prevail’d with you 
to delay the performance of your Promifes, ‘and to 


defer the granting of Levies to another time: They 


took occation at the fame time to offer to pay you 2 


Penfions from France and 5 from Spain. Reflect 
befeech-you on this-Conduct, on 
of the Treaties you have with the 2 Crowns ; tis 
notin acknowledgement of the Obligaticns France 
has to you, thar they will pay you the Penfions that 
are.due to you; Tis only to render you dependane 
on their Will ; “tis to draw you off from your Allies, 
taac they may afterwards the more eafily bring you 
under Subjection ; Thofe Penfions in fhort will be 
no better than Chains, and they will lead you with 
them which way they pleafe, 
Was ir not enough, forthe King of France to a- 
mufe you from the time the Diet fat at Baden till 
now, and to yield to nothing of whar you demanded 
for the Security of your Frontiers, but he mutt en- 
deavour likewife to hinder yout executing your 
Treaties > Could not his Miniftcrs content them- 
felves with having flighted your Reprefentations, and 
publickly exclaim’d againft your wife Precaution, 


_ without preiling you to have no regard to your Alli- 


ances? Was it not enough for them not to perform 


_the reiterated promifes they made to fatisfy you, bur 


they muft likewife add difhonourable Conditions to 
the Hopes they gaye you of being paid? This new 
Promife of Payment is made only to render ufelefs 
the generous and wholefome Refolutions you have 
taken againft the pernicious Defigns of France, who 
the giore fteadinefs they fee in you will for the fu- 
ture be the more ready to pay you. Your Alliance 
is fo advantagio“is to them, that they muft cultivate 
ia, and you wrong your felyes if you doubt ir. — 
Thar Potentate jealous of the Union which the 
Steps you have taken to fecure your Dominions have 
created berween you and the other Laudable Can- 
tons, and of the Glory you have acquir’d by your 
Steadinefs among all other Nations, will egdeavour 
to perfwade the other Laudable Cantons, that you 
have no Sufpicion of his approaching nearer to you 3 
He will feek to give them a diftruct of you, by the 
Confidence which he will infinuare you have in him ; 
that he may render ufelefs all thar you have dore 
hitherto for fecuring your Liberty.. Doubrlefs, moft 
Iffuftrious Lords, this is his Defign, as appears by the 
Letter which the Marquefs de Puifieux has lately 
written to the whole Laudable Helverick Bedy, to 
demand your Refolutions touching the Neutrality of 
Savoy; nainely, on what foot you would have it 
ferled, and what fecurity the moft Chriftian King 
fall have that his Territories fhall receive no damage 
from Savoy? You know you made long fince the 
fame Demands you do row, and that I offer’d all the 
affurance you could defire, that Frarce fhould not be 
attatk’d°on the fide of Savoy. Thefe are nothing 
therefore but thé ordinary. thifts of the Minifters of 
France, to gain thofe Ends by indirect means which 


‘they dare not purfue Openly ; they are in hopes you 


will debare this Matter over again in the Diet, and 
at the'end of the Seffion they: will defire time to in- 
form his Majefty of your Refeluticrs, they will pro- 
mife yow.a fpeedy Anfwer, which, like all the’ for- 
mer, fhall give you no Satisfacticn(and yet be retard- 
ed long, nor will it be fent co you till the Landable 
Body thall grow very impaticnt for it.) and be o- 
blig’d to fend Deputies ro demand it ; Mean time 
the Seafon will be fo much advanc’d, that your Suc- 
cours will be of no Service to my Matter.

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You are roo wife and penetrating,moft Illuftribus; 
Lérds, not to difcover thefe Artifices, you cannct 
buc perceive that all thefe Proceedings tend only to 
hinder your executing the Alliance you have with 
his Royal Highnefs, in which Alliance it is exprefly 
ftipulared that Succours fhall be reciprocally granted 
within a Month after they are demanded, and that 
they thall not be retarded on any Pretence whatever, 
becaufe the Situation of the Dominions of my Sove 
raign and of the Territories of your Republick, re- 
quire fpeedy Succours refpectively ; and therefore a 
Delay is as prejudicial asa Refufal, both producing 
the fame Effect. Reflect, I befeech you, that the 

ench takes thefe Meafures to wean infenfibly his 
er Highnefs of the Love he has for your Neigh- 
bourhood, and by that means to oblige him to fa- 
tisfie the Defire they have to be Mafters of Savoy ,that 
they may fhut you up the cloler. * 

» *Tis not to be doubted chen, moft Illuftrious Lords, 
but you would reject all Infinuations that arecontrary 
to your Promifes, and will render-your Alliance ufe- 
lefs20 my Soveraign ; who has Sentiments full of 
Confidence, Gratitude, and Affection for you, and 
who has never given you the leaft Jealoufie; while 
you find your felves under the jufteft Apprehenfions 
from France, not only on account of their exceilive 
Power which threatens the Liberty of Europe, their 
Ambition that knows no other Limits than an Uni- 
verfal Monarchy, their infatiable Avidiry thac will 
fuffer no Country to be free from a Dependance on 
them ; But efpecially on account of their Defigns 
againft your Liberty, which they endeavour to op- 
prefs by furrounding you on all fides. :
